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PUDDINGSTONE DAM PROJECT 


RUSHED UNDER TWO SHIFTS 


(Ln Verne Leader) 


Work on tho Puddingstone dam is 


being rushed with all speed. The fine 
•weather, with no interruption by 
rain since the work began, has made 
possible the record-breaking accom- 
plishment of the contractors. 


Working steadily from 5 o'clock 


•JB the morning to 11 at night, in 
two shifts, the 1S5 men engaged in 
the construction of the Puddingstone 
dam add about 0,500 cubic wards a 
flay to the big pile of dirt. To be 
jnore exact, about 5.000 cubic yards 
lire added to the No. 1 dam, and 
1,500 yards to cither dam No. 2 or 
3, depending on which of the latter 
two work is being directed. 
The 


men lire working in two shifts under 
Superintendent Bon Wells, who ex- 
pects to have the entire project fin- 
ished by December l*t. A veritable 
army camp has been set up for the 
185 workers. 


There are 10 bunk houses and ono 


mess hall, which has a seating capa- 
city of 100 men. 
Both the bunk 


houses and the dining room are ex- 
ceptionally clean. The floors of the 
sleeping quarters are scrubbed every 
three (lays and the mess hall every 
day. The chef in <;harge of the kit- 
chen, ice box, pantry, etc., keeps 
everything looking spie and span. 
In his spare moments he makes war 
OB flies with a chemical sprayer and 
comparatively few of these pests 
bother the men. 


C. G. t>ea.se, paymaster at 
the 


in carrying forward the project. 
"When completed the dani, which is 
to be a dirt fill, surfaced by heavy 
reinforced concrete, will be 140 feet 
in height. The two smaller dams to 
the west of the large dam will keep 
impounded water from running back 
into smaller ravines, and will aid in 
confining the 20,000 acre feet of 
water which the project is designed 
to hold. 


Seventeen trucks arc moving back 


and forth continuously hauling dirt 
to the top of the dam. They must 
negotiate a 20 per cent grade to 
reach the point where the dirt is be- 
ing dumped. As soon as each load 
is released, the trucks return to the 
base again for refilling. Watching 
the operations from vantage points 
above reminds one of the ceaseless 
toil of so many ants, moving about 
with all of the vim they can muster. 


HAPID PROGRESS 


Visitors to the dam arc amazed at 


the progress of the work, particular- 
ly since it has been taken over by 
the H. W. Kohl Construction com- 
pany. 
Everything is moving with 


military precision and it is evident 
that at the present rate of progress, 
the project will be finished at the 
time designated by the contractor. 


Considerable data regarding the 


dam is being compiled and recorded 
at the county flood control office at 
the dam site. 
This will prove of 


great value in the construction of 
similar projects.

Edward Hyatt, Jr., of Riverside, who has been at the 


head of the state division of water rights, has been elevat- 
ed to the position of state engineer, and the selection, \vill 
undoubtedly prove to be very highly satisfactory, especial- 
ly in Southern California, where great flood control pro- 
jects are in progress. 


Harold Conklin of Alhambra has been selected to head 


the division over which Mr. Hyatt presided so ably, but, 
this will be of short duration, as the water rights division 
will be consolidated with a newly-created division of water 
resources, a part of the state department of public works. 
Conkling will no doubt continue'to function in his specialty, 
however. He is probably the best informed man in the 
state on water resources and water rights. His recent 
memoranda on the water resources of the San Gabriel val- 
ley is the most important document ever prepared in this 
locality. 


Hyatt's new position comes through appointment by 


Bert B. Meek, state director of public works. Highly im- 
portant activity in surveying and studying the water sit- 
uation in the state is predicated upon these consolidations 
of divisions.

Man and Water— 


Saturday Evening Post): At fairly regular intervals 


the newspaper-reading public can count upon a moving 
recital of how many families, whole villages and a peaceful 
countryside are shortly to be dispossessed by the grasping 
city in its search for more water. A few years ago it was 
New York, now it is Boston, and Los Angeles is almost 
always in the headlines for the same reason. 


Perhaps not intentionally, the cities are pictured as 


monsters, blotting under many feet of water an idyllic 
rural life. Somehow the impression is conveyed that the 
villagers are resigned because they have to be, while the 
city people are utterly indifferent. 
If the reader did not 


know better he might suppose the landowners were not 
paid for their property, and well paid at that. 
Possibly 


the city water authorities are not jilways tactful in their 
methods of expansion; we have no first-hand evidence in 
regard to that. But the great cities insist upon more water, 
and the courts are here to sec that when private property 
is taken for public use there is proper compensation. 


It is said that New York must go much farther afield 


before long, perhaps to the Delaware river, the Adirondack 
mountains, or to the St. Lawrence itself. No one likes, to 
,see the city encroach indefinitely upon the country. These 
urban invasions and persistent conquests make us all un- 
easy :uid afraid. But if people will insist upon living in 
cities they must have water above all else, and the power 
of the great city to get what it wants seems irresistible. 
Yet if these prodigious communities are wisely led and gov- 
erned they can materially lessen the costs, human and fin- 
ancial, of their own expansion. In this country today there 
is no waste*quite like that of water. Man needs much of 
it to be clean and healthy as well as to carry on the "busi- 
ness of life. 
Engineer^ have achieved mightily in provid- 


ing water, but then: has been no real accomplishment iu its 
e>.ononaeal use. That is one of the many hard lessons which 
the g,"e;;t cities have yet to learn.

Flood Control 


Work Rushing 


Says Engineer 


Where flood control work has not 


been delayed by legal action, it has 
gone forvnird with a rapidity that 
is highly satisfactory to the flood 
control department, establishing the 
past year as by far tho most result- 
ful since the formation of the dis- 
trict, Chief Engineer E. C. Eaton 
said this week, in a statement enum- 
erating tho advance of all projects 
under his direction. 


While the Ban Gabriel dam is still 


under a legal cloud, the work in that 
canyon preparatory to the building 
the' dam is nenring completion, he 
said. 
Contractor R. H. Travers has 


placed road material from Newman's 
place to the new bridge, ten miles 
up the canyon, and this combination 
railroad bed and motor highway will 
soon be finished. Contractor DeLinn 
is advancing rapidly on the high 
line road that leads to the top of 
the dam, and survey crews are at 
work from tho point where the road 
will leave the dam to the present 
road up the north fork to Coldbrook 
camp.

for the district in building the head- 
qunrtcrs to bo occupied by the chief 
engineer's force during the build- 
ing of the dam, are erecting three 
dormitories, a cook-house and new 
camp buildings for general use. This 
camp will be distinct from tho camp 
that will be erected by contractors 
when the dam contract has been 
awarded. 


PLANS AWAIT APPROVAL 
The chief engineer pointed out 


that three sets of plans for the San 
Gabriel dam have been provided by 
his department designers, 
one for 


the so-ealleil "low 
dam," another 


for the "high dam," and still an- 
other, which is a revisement of the 
high dam plans as recommended by 
the consulting board of engineers. 
Regardless of the decision of the 
board of supervisors as to the size 
of the dam to bo built, the flood 
control otticc is ready with plans and 
specifications, he said. 


It is confidently expected that the 


San Gabriel dam contract will be 
awarded before the first of the year, 
he said, making possible tlie begin- 
ning of excavation after the spring 
rains are over. Before that time the 
contractor's camp for 1,500 or 2,000 
men will have been erected, and all 
equipment on the ground and ready 
for full speed ahead next summer. 


DIRT DAM RUSHED 


If the heavy rains do not begin 


at an early period this year the 
Puddingstone dirt fill dam will be 
completed and will function 100 por 
cent to control the run-off from that 
watershed, the chief engineer declar- 
ed. 
He added that in a like con- 


tingency the diversion dam below 
the San Uinias dam, and tho connect- 
ing channel between San Dimas dam 
and I'uddingstone dam will also be 
completed.

Gold-filled concrete for-pavement 


in a Colorado gold field district is 
the latest innovation in that section 
of the country, according to infor- 
mation received by the National 
Automobile club. 
There is a live- 


mile stretch of the precious pave- 
ment in which the concrete is said 
to contain about $3000 worth of gold 
to every mile. 


Construction engineers adopted the 


mixture with the idea of economy 
rather than with the idea of reck- 
less spending, since it was found 
less expensive to build the road with 
the gold in it than to build' it any 
other way. 


Such a situation arose from the 


fact that the best available mater- 
ial for the job consisted of crushed 
rock from the ore dumps of the 
Cripple creek gold mines. 
These 


tailings assay about $1.50 per ton. 
Their worth does not quite warrant 
the expensive operations necessary 
to -remove, tho gold, Stout ttie presence, 
of the metal in no' way interferes 
with the quality of concrete made 
from the dirt.
